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The distribution of AIDS cases, recently reported and cumulatively since 
1981, shows the majority of persons reported with AIDS (82% and 85%, 
respectively) resided in large urban areas at the time of diagnosis.  
Approximately 10% of persons were reported from metropolitan areas with 
population 50,000 to 500,000; 7% of persons reported with AIDS in 1999 
were from nonmetropolitan areas. In comparison, 62% of the general adult 
population in the United States lives in large metropolitan areas, 17% in 
medium sized  metropolitan areas, and 20% of the population resides in 
nonmetropolitan areas.
